Regional Cooperation, 
Antidote to Trade Blackmail 


T he Turkmen President, Sapar Murat Niyazov, is back for 
another official visit to the Islamic Republic. 

Since Turkmenistan gained independence in 1992, Presi- 
dents Niyazov and Rafsanjani have met for 14 times. Hie two 
presidents have personally signed 1 6 protocols out of the 1 05 thus 
far concluded between Tehran and Ashkhabad. The number of 
agreements concluded between the two countries is proof of a 
strong political mil and determination to cement ties. 

The same holds true for other Central Asian and Caucasian 
republics, whose relations with Iran we no less intimate. 

Unfortunately, despite the potential for mutually rewarding 
relations, rhetorics have had an upper hand where practicality 
would have been desirable. Memorandums of understanding are 
now gathering dust because the strong political will has not been 
matched by a will to get economic projects implemented. 

The same fate holds true for other Third World countries. The 
eagerness of their leaders to confer and talk with their counter- 
parts in other countries has become monotonous to the ear. Ideas 
and dreams die just as fast as they are aired. In developed 
countries the willingness to talk is matched by a determination to 
i work. 

To be more concrete, let us consider the level of trade between 
Iran and Turkmenistan. Statistics show that the volume of trade 
between the two is not quite satisfactory. At $50 million annually, 
the volume of trade is "peanuts" compared with each country's 
trade volume with most Western countries. 

While it is true that countries in the West may have a bigger 
market, the trend is not satisfactory for neighboring countries 
with common aspirations and having access to each other's raw 
materials. 

Perhaps the problem lies in the lack of information about each 
other's markets and the possibilities for development of poten- 
tials that lie open for Iran and Turkmenistan. The recent inaugu- 
ration of the Mashhad-Sarakhs-Tajan railway only proves that 
much can be realized if only the countries in the region cooperate j 
more folly by availing of each other's goods and services. 

The same holds true for Iran's trade with the rest of the 
Commonwealth of Independent States (CIS). What is needed is a 
realization that strong bilateral and multilateral trade ties will 
serve our interests better because we are nearer each other-in 
goals and aspirations. 

Indeed, a dynamic cooperation among the countries of the 
region can work as a counterbalance to any attempts of the big 
powers at using trade to blackmail the regional countries into 
catering to their wishes. 

The WTO is a good example to illustrate our point Almost 
none of the QS countries is a member of the WTO. Why join the 
WTO in the first place? The regional countries should first build 
up their own regional economic groupings and, when such eco- 
nomic groupings become strong enough, then they can join the 
WTO on their own terms instead of just acquiescing in any 
conditions imposed by the WTO. 

Ifi regional cooperation there is strength. Strength is the citadel 
against the bullying of big powers. Rhetorics are not enough. 
What the Third World desperately needs now is action in the form 
of bilateral or multilateral cooperation.

Over 22 Tons of Illicit Drugs Seized

TEHRAN (IRNA) - Over 22,000 
kg of various kinds of narcotic 
drugs have been seized by the Law 
Enforcement Forces in first quarter 
of die current Iranian year (March 
20-June 20). 

Commander of the Law Enforce- 
ment Forces Brigadier General 
Reza Seifollahi, who made the re- 
mark on the threshold of the 'Law 
Enforcement Week* here on Tues- 
day. said that the confiscation of 
drugs by forces under his command 
in the above period showed a 20 
percent increase compared to the 
similar period last year. 

Seifollahi said that the forces 
also arrested over 1,743 smugglers 
and 6,802 drug dealers and rounded 
up 18,172 addicts in foe above pe- 
riod and that a total of 411 vehicles 
and 112 rifles were seized from 


smugglers. 

Moreover, he added that the Law 

Enforcement personnel managed to 
confiscate over 6,200 kg of narcot- 
ics in various operations in the 
Khorasan and Sistan-Baluchestan 
provinces last week. 

Seifollahi stressed that the rob- 
bery cases have been reduced by 10 
percent in the first quarter of this 

year, compared to the similar period 

in the previous years. 

Between March 20 and June 20, 
he said, the Law Enforcement per- 
sonnel confiscated Rls. 103 billion 
worth of contraband goods from 17 
gangs.

r id with increasing their M pi«i 
maint ain their share in the 
credit market and meet interna- 
tional adequacy standards, bankers 
said in Abu Dhabi on Monday, as 
quoted by AFP. 

The commercial Kanlra fo die 
Persian Gulf oil producer are still 
using part of their net profits to 
build reserves in lind^vith central 
bank instructions intended to 
strengthen die hanking sector and 
avert fresh financial crises. 

“From the balance sheets of 
most hanks, you can see a steady 
increase in their capital over the 
past few years,” a UAE bank 
manager told AFP. . 

“This has boosted their ade- 
quacy level and enabled them to 
safeguard their share in die local 
market, where credits dominate 
bank activity.” 

From 19.6 billion dirhams 
4 billion dollars) at the end of 
1994, die shareholders equities of 
the UAE’s 47 banks increased to 
21.6 billion dirhams (5.88 billion 
dollars) at the end of 1995, central 
bank figures showed.

APEC Ministers Step Closer to 
Global Free Trade

TEHRAN - APEC trade ministers 
agreed Tuesday to implement com- 
mitments under the Uruguay Round 
of Global Trade talks before the 
World Trade Organisation meets in 
December, according to a copy of 
an official statement obtained in 
Christchurch, New Zealand, as 
quoted by AFP. 

The statement, to be released 
later by New Zealand Trade Minis- 
ter Philip Burden, said the Asia 
Pacific Economic Cooperation 
group ministers had also considered 
further trade liberalization initia- 
tives that could be undertaken be- 
yond the WTO's built in agenda. 

'We agreed that consideration 
should be given to further work on 
improvement of market access for 
industrial products across the 
board,” it added. 

Almost 300 delegates of the 18 
APEC economies, led by the trade 
ministers, have been meeting to for- 
mulate plans by APEC to influence 
the WTO's first ministerial meeting 
in Singapore. 

APEC members had committed 
themselves under last November's 
Osaka summit agreement to the 
"foil and effective implementation” 
of their respective commitments 
made when the Uruguay Round of 
Global Trade talks concluded in late 
1994. 

“We undertook to ensure that we 
were fully up to date with our im- 
plementation commitments by the 
time of the Singapore ministerial 
conference/ foe statement said. 

The two-day meeting, which due 
to finish Tuesday afternoon, also 
attempted to prepare much of the 
groundwork for the summit of 


APEC leaders in the Philippines 
port of Subic Bay in November. 

The m i ni sters appeared to give 
their backing to outstanding appli- 
cations for membership of the 
WTO, twoof which are from APEC 
members, China and Taiwan. 

"We expressed our support for 
achieving universality of WTO 
membership consistent with obser- 
vance of foe rules of the multilateral 
trading system and based on sub- 
stantive and commercially mean- 


ingful market access 
commitments, " it said. 

"We consider it is now especially

the rich and poor is widening eve- 
ryday and foe very rich are getting 
richer, foe United Nations Informa- 
tion Center quoting foe Human De- 
velopment Report 1996 said here. 

The basic feature of the report, 
the human development index, 
ranks countries on foe basis of life 
expectancy, education and b as i c 
purchasing power. Specific indexes 
focus on detailed aspects of devel- 
opment. such as foe relationships 
between wealth, poverty and social 
investment, employment, and foe 
role of women. 

The report shows that despite a 
dramatic surge in economic growth 
in 15 countries over the past three 
decades, 1.6 billion peple were left 
behind and are worse off then they 
were 15 years ago. 

“The world has become more 
economically polarized between 
countries and within countries,” 
says James Gustave Speth, adminis- 
trator of UNDP, in a foreword to 


“If foe present trends continue, 
economic disparities between in- 
dustrial and developing nations will 
move from inequitable to inhu- 
man,” he said. 

The 229-page report says that the . 

economic growth becomes real to 
people only when they can find pro- 
ductive and well-paid work adding, 
“economic growth does not auto- 
matically create jobs.” 

A study of 69 countries showed 
that of the 46 countries with eco- 
nomic growth, only 27 of them saw 
employment grow, foe report said, 
adding 19 or more than 40 percent 
experience jobless growth. 

The Human Development Re- 
port 1996, published by Oxford 
University Press for foe United Na- 
tions Development Program 
(UNDP), stresses that it is people 
and not foe economy that need the 
attention of world leaders. “Eco- 
nomic growth often does not trans- 
late into improvement of people’s 
lives,” it said.

China Says All Its Athletes 


Will Be Drus-Free in Atlanta 


BEIJING (AFP) — The upcoming 
Olympic Games in Atlanta will 
prove that China’s top athletes are 
drug-free, according to the Chi- 
nese ami-doping committee. 

“China has stepped up its ef- 
forts in combatting drag use before 
sending its athletes to the Atlanta 
Olympic Games," said committee 
official Yang Tiarile. 

“From 1995 to now, no Chinese 
athlete has tested positive in inter- 
national competition,” Xinhua 
quoted him as saying in an over- 
night dispatch. 

Yang said the committee had in- 
creased its random testing in the 
last few months and had concen- 
trated on China’s strongest events 
— track and field, swimming, ca- 
noeing, rowing, weightlifting, cy- 
cling and judo. 

The doping issue has plagued 
China’s athletes since the 1994 


Asian Games in Hiroshima when 
11 Chinese competitors — includ- 
ing two world champion swim- 
mers — tested positive. 

Despite repeated pledges from 
the Chinese Olympic Committee 
that their athletes are drugs-free. 
allegations of systematic doping 
continue to be made, roost recently 
by the U.S. television network 
ABC on July 10. . 


China reacted angrily to the pro- 
gram and said it was broadcast 
mtbtheulteriormotrveafslander- 
ing Chinese athletes and deflecting 
attention from doping cases in 
other countries. 


At the 1992 Barcelona Olym- 
pics, China won 54 medals includ- 
ing 16 golds and its squad hopes to 
repeat that performance during the 
Atlanta Games, which start on July 
17.

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U.S. Renews Warning 
on Jewish Settlements 


WASHINGTON (Reuter) — The 
United States, faced with fresh Is- 
raeli threats to expand Jewish ar- 
eas in the West Bank, warned a 
new on Monday that it considers 
settlements a “complicating fac- 
tor** in Mideast peace efforts. 

“It's knag been the United 
States' position — certainly the 
position of this administration — 
*41 settlement activity is a prob- 
lem and a complicating factor in 
he Middle East peace negotiations 
between the Palestinians and the 
Israeli government," State Depart- 
ment spokesman Nicholas Burns 
. said. 

Jewish settlers in Israel said on 
Sunday they planned to triple their 
numbers under hardline Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin Netan- 
yahu, an intention decried by Pal- 
estinians as a catastrophe in die 
making . 

Settler leaders in die Israeli-oc- 
cupied West Bank and Gaza Strip 
raid their plans included creation 
of new settlements though the fb- 

would be on expanding exist- 
ing communities. 

Rafael Eitan, Deputy Prime 
Minister in die new government of 
Netanyahu, also made similar 
comments about tripling settle- 
ments. 

Burns, at a news briefing, 
noted drat Israel and the Palestini- 
ans agreed in their recent peace 
accords that die issue of settle- 
ments would be taken up in final 
status talks. 

Those talks formerly began in 
early May before Netanyahu, who 
has taken a harder line toward 
peace with Arabs, ousted then 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres in 
the May 29 Israeli elections.

However, any role that might 
be played by NATO’s peacekeep- 
ers in Bosnia (IFOR) to oust 
Karadzic and Mladic is bound to 
have topped die agenda. 

In addition to meeting senior 
Muslim officials in Sarajevo, Hol- 
brooke will also travel to Belgrade 
for talks with Serbian President 
Slobodan Milosevic. He is due to 
meet Croatian President Franco 
Tudjman on Wednesday. 

Increasingly hardline positions 
are being taken by all three rides 
in Bosnia as the country moves to- 
wards a general election, die first 
since die war ended last Decem- 
ber. 

Sarajevo's Muslim administra- 
tion has repeatedly hinted that it 
will not contest die elections as 
long as Karadzic remains in a po- 
sition of power. 

Despite saying be will not con- 
test die elections, Karadzic re- 
mains at die head of the ruling 
Serb party in the so-called Repub- 
lika Srpska. 

To head off further trouble 
over the elections, Holbrooke is 
expected to lean heavily an 
Milosevic, die Balkan strongman 
who backed the Serbs in Bosnia 
and signed the Dayton accord on 
their behalf, to oust Karadzic and 
Mladic. 

Their delivery to the Hague to 
face charges of genocide and 
crimes against humanity however 
is a more thorny issue. Although 
international arrest warrants exist 
for the two men, NATO’s Imple- 
mentation Farce (IFOR) is reluc- 
tant to become involved in an 
operation to snatch them. 

The Bosnian Serbs have threat- 
ened to retaliate against UN offi- 
cials in Republika Srpska and 
other international agencies if any 
attempt is made to arrest Karadzic 
or Mladic. 

As additional pressure on the 
Serb side is die Tiding Monday by 
the U.S diplomat organizing the 
election that campaigning cannot 
start until Karadizc steps down as 
bead of his party. 

In an explicit threat to 
Karadzic's SDS party, Robert 
Frowick die chief of OSCE (Or- 
ganization for Security and Coop- .

“The car that was found is ap-

The epicenter was located about 
20 miles (30 km) east of the village 
of Petatlan in the southern state of 
Guerrero, between Acapulco and 
another beach resort. Zihuatanejo.

In Mexico City, residents rushed 
out of tall buildings in panic, wit- 
nesses said. 

"It was strong. It felt terrible, but 
there is no visible damage from 
where we are," said Sinai Sene ion, 
a spokeswoman at the Mexico City 
mayor's office downtown. 

Central areas of Mexico City 
were destroyed in two huge quakes 
in September 1985, the biggest of 
which measured a massive 8.1 on 
the Richter scale. 

A specially installed earthquake 
alarm in Mexico City which is sup- 
posed to give 50 seconds warning to 
residents of incoming quakes from 
the Guerrero coast failed to go off. 

The government news agency 
Notimex said some telephone lines 
and electricity cables were severed 
in the capital and there were "fits of 
nerves among people who evacu- 
ated some public and private office- 
buildings". 

A spokesman for the Red Cross 
in Mexico City said it had not been 
alerted to any deaths or injuries as 
a result of the quake, which lasted 
about a minute and was felt through- 
out the capital.

PHILADELPHIA, Ponnsytvani*

The idea that germs could enter 
th^ brain and ««»»« mwitei prob- 
lems is not completely aew, Am- 
sterdam said, noting that state 
psychiatric hospitals used to be 
filled with tertiary syphilis pa- 
tients. 

More, recently, some scientists 
Suggested that mad cow disease has 
caused depression, followed by de- 
mentia, in a few people in Britain. 

At die National Institute ofMea- 
tal Health in Maryland, a group of 
scientists is finding connections be- 
tween strep infections and obses- 
sive-compulsive disorder. 

Another group has suggested 
tint infection in pregnant women 
might lead to schizophrenia in their 
Children years later. Such links re- 
main provocative but unproven for 
the moment 

Researchers emphasize tint they 
believe infections will add to a mix 
of known factors causing mental 
illness rather than replace faulty 
genes and life experience as a pri- 
mary cause.

A few people have tested positive 
for this vims, of whom a dispropor- 
tionate number are ahn clinically 
depressed, leading researchers to 
suspect a connection. 

In 1985, Amsterdam and a 
group of colleagues tested 265 pa- 
tients for tiie boma virus, and com- 
pared them with a group of 105 
healthy control subjects. 

. The tests couldn’t detect toe vi- 
rus itself but did pick up virus- 
fighting antibodies. Borna 
antibodies showed up in the blood 
of 12 of tiie depressed patients, but 
none of foe healthy ones. 

At the same time, other scientists 
were looking into die boma virus. 
Researchers in Europe were specu- 
lating that it was responsible for a 
high rate of suicides among fann- 
ers. 

And at the University of Mary- 
land, psychiatrist Royce Wddrip 
began to find boma antibodies in 
schizophrenics. 

Virus expert Hillary Koprowski 
of Thomas Jefferson University, 
who has collaborated with these 
researchers, is skeptical that die 
depressed people really have the 
virus. 

. “I do not see enough evidence 
that people arc infected with the 
boma vims,” Koprowski says. 




WASHINGTON (AP) — Older

most needed - in foe rooming, 
when foe risk of a heart attack is 
K igh^d, foe study mwI. 

The research looted at tissue 
plasminogen activator, TPA, an en- 
zyme that dissolves clots. A clot 
that narrows or blocks a coronary 
artery can cut off blood flow to the 
heart muscle, leading to a heart 
attack. 

It also measured levels of plas- 
minogen activator inhibitor, BM-l, 
which dissolves TPA, acting as a 
balance against too much of the 
ami-clotting enzyme. 

Researchers in Seattle studied 16 
men and nine women with an aver- 
age age of 66 who were sedentary 
at tiie start of the six-month study. 
The study participants stayed over- 
night at a clinic, and blood samples 
were drawn while they slept. They’ 
then began a program of walking, 
jogging or bite riding three times a 
week. - 

The exercisers started with 30- 
to 45-miiJUte workouts at a moder- 
ate 50 percent to 60 percent of their 
projected maxiranms as measured 
on a heart test, they worked up to 
a vigorous 45 minutes at 85 percent 
of their maximums. At tbe end of 
the study, they stayed again at foe 
clinic for more overnight blood 
samples. 

In tiie men, PAI-1 levels dropped 
37 percent while TPA was un- 
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changed, said the report in foe 
American College of Sports medi- 
cine's journal. Medicine and Sci- 
ence in Sports and Exercise. The 
drop in PAI-1 means foe activity of 
the clot-busting TPA in the men’s 
bloodstreams was less likely to be 
impeded, said researcher Whyne L. 
Chandler of the University of 

Wellington. 

In foe women, TPA .levels were 
up 20 percent, but RAI-1 levels 
woe unchanged, foe study said. 
This means tiie women also had 
more clot-busting protection. 
Chandler said. 

Chandler could not explain why 
men bad more PAI-I but women 
had more TPA. “It was a little 
unexpected,” be said. 

Bid foe bottom line in terms of 
protection against blood clots was 
apparently the same, regardless of 
the apparent mechanism, be said. 

The findings fit the idea that 
exercise increases TPA levels and 
may in part account for endurance 
exercise’s well-established protec- 
tion against heart disease. Chandler 
said. 

“That’s what’s kind of fan,” he 
said. “Everybody tells you (exer- 
cise) is good for you and, all of a 
sudden, we are finding real bio- 
chemistry for it.” 

The TPA levels that resulted 
from exercise were far below those 
given as drugs to heart attack vic- 
tims, Chandler said. A drug dosage 
might be 1 ,000 to 10,000 times the 
body’s normal levels, be said. 

Older people who want to boost 
their exercise as a way to boost their 
bocty chemicals should be sure first 


that they are up to the strain. Chan- 
dler said. 

Leaping into intense exercise 
can trigger previously hidden 
health conditions, possibly leading 
to a heart attack. 

However, other studies have 
shown that moderate exercise re- 
duces the risk of death from many 
causes, including heart disease. 
And Chandler suspected that lower 
amounts of exercise might create 
some beneficial changes m TPA or 
PAI-1. But his study did not look at 
lower intensity or less time working 
out. 

The study raises some interest- 
ing points, fait does not prove that 
the body chemical changes actually 
reduce heart attacks, said a separate 
researcher, Dt Joseph P. Broderick 
of foe University of Cincinnati 
Medical Center. 

The changes in TPA and PAI-1 
levels may be real, but there were 
too few study participants to be sure 
tiie results were not a result of 
unrelated variations in the levels of 
.foe chemicals, Broderick said.

‘Hezbollah fighters are not terror- 
ists?. The Lebanese Miaht militia 
won that unequivocal public testi- 
monial from no less a personage 
than Raphael By tan — no 
terrorist himself. 

The leafier of the hard-line 
Tzomet Jfarty in Israel (who re- 
cently joined a tripartite coalition of 
right wing parties to support Ben- 
jamin Netanyahu's campaign for 
prime minister) is a former Israeli ■ 
defense forces chief-of-staff re- 
called mainly for Ms share in engi- 
neering the 1982 invasion of 
Lebanoo.'His finhne to hah die sub- 
sequent Falangist massacre at the 
Sabra and Shaifla refugee camps 
brought Eytan close to being foe 
only OF chief ever dismissed from 
office. Given his record and his 
unrelenting views, neither exhibit- 
ing much regard for human life, nor, 
indeed, mnch humanity ofay land, . 
it is somewhat startling to hear 


(That definition inci- 
dentally endorses Eytan’s ‘nonter- 
rorist’ view of Hezbollah, for that 
organization — certainly when 
compared with other military for- 
mations active in the theater, not 
least die IDF — directs relatively 
little of its violence a gainst civil- 
ians.)

More re- 
cently, a similar end was pursued in 
the Bosnian civil war, where the 
massive application of terrorism, 
from methodical massacre to 
equally systematic mass rape, 
sought to engineer a forced exodus 
of ‘alien’ elements in foe interests of 
‘ethnic cleansing’. 


tion against its Nazi rulers, while 
foe nuclear bombs dropped on Hi- 
roshima and Nagasaki were a cost- 
efficient way of outflanking Japan’s 
defiant generals and convincing the 
political leadership to capi tulate. 

Such te r rorism is no 2Dth century 
innovation. Ever since antiquity, 
siege tactics have included foe sys- 
tematic subjection of the belea- 
guered population to hunger and 
thirst, in the hope that it would 
induce the defiant garrison to sur- 
render. Equally venerable is ‘re- 
gime terrorism’ applied by the ruler. 
AH empires — - the British learned 
from the Romans, the Romans from 
their predecessors — terrorized 
their captive populations to keep 
them submissive and isolate poten- 
tials rebels. 

Other types of terrorist strategy 
are less obviously violent, but 
sometimes eqnaliy lethal. U.S. eco- 
nomic sanctions directed, respec- 
tively, at Cuba and Iraq, seek to 
subject their populations to suffer- 
ing of a degree liable to induce the 
citizens to turn upon their leaders. 
American politicians never tire of 
denying any quarrel with the Cuban 
or Iraqi peoples, but tint is who they 
starve of medicines and other neces- 




ment of the population from which 
the bomber emerged. The latest 
fashion m random violence does not 
differ in principle from earlier 
manifestations. As ever, suffering is 
inflicted on persons of die ‘hostile’ 
community; die victims bear no in- 
dividual guilt, serving merely as a 
means of turning the civilian popu- 
lation against its leadership. 

The Hamas bomber does not poll 
Israeli bus passengers on their views 
regarding Palestinian rights before 
detonating himself. It makes no dif- 
ference to Mm whether his victims 
are children orderly. His aim — or, 
more precisely, foe aim of Ms dis- 
patchers — is to provoke Israeli 
citizens against their government in 
the hope of derailing foe Oslo peace 
process. 

Similarly, a Palestinian laborer 
halted at the Israeli checkpoints at 


Erez is not grilled on his political 
views. Regardless of whether be 
supports Islamic Jihad or the Peo- 
ple’s Party, is a ‘terrorist sympa- 
thizer’ or abhors violence, be is 
turned bade and denied access to his 
job in Israel. ‘The purpose of the 
exercise’, as envisaged by the inci- 
sive minds behind the closure, is to 
subject that laborer — and his fem- 
ily — to suffering that can be com- 
muted into internal pressure on the 
Palestinian leadership to smash the 
Islamists and other dissidents. If 
children suffer from acute malnutri- 
tion, or die from denial of medical 
care, dial is a necessary coraOaiy of 
using the civilian population as 
helpless ‘messengers’. 

Terrorism in its various forms 
having been standard practice for 
decades, there seems to be little 


point in appealing to foe better na- 
ture of either party, particularly 
given that each idea piously denies 
that its own actions are ‘terrorist’. 
Also, however tempting foe resort to 
foe swift brutality of ‘counter-insur- 
gency’ tactics, they offer no solu- 
tion, merely training a new 
generation of avengers. There is no 
armed conflict that does not entail 
terrorism; h is accordingly vain to 
seek a remedy in foe instruments of 
conflict. 

Ultimately, one is left with tire 
stale truth that there are no short 
cuts to ending terrorism. In every 
form — including the terrorism 
practiced by enemies of peace — 
terrorism has no remedy other that 
a resolution of die basic conflict

But closer scrutiny finds that 
Eytan’s sole criterion for ‘terrorism’ 
is on foe technical plane of soldierly 
proficiency. In Ms bock, a* terrorist’ 
is an untrained irregular, whereas 
the redoubtable skills and prowess 
of Hezbollah’s formations convince 
Mm that its fighters should be ele- 
vated from the military inferiority of 
mere ‘terrorists’ (and to draw stra- 
tegic conclusions unrelated to the 
topic of tills article). 

Eytan is of course free to use 
words as he finds fit, but his idi- 
osyncratic appropriation of the term 
‘terrorist? flies in foe face of ac- 
cepted usage. Historians of War Id 
War 11 are unanimous in de fini ng 
Germany’s systematic bombing of 
civilian targets — an integral part of 
its blitzkrieg — as ca l cu l a te d tenor- 
wan, even if no one considers the 
Luftwaffe pilots who flattened resi- 
dential neighborhoods and strafed 
refiqgees as less than superb techni- 
cians. 

With all the due respect to Eytan’s 
categories, mere mastery c# foe sol- 
tfier’s craft is inadequate as a dis- 
tinction between terrorist and 
nontertorist Indeed, as that Wirid 

mrU example illustrates, terrorism 
must be defined as: systematic ap- 
plication of force against mmcom- 
batants, usually to a broader 


Terrorism is a logical offshoot of 
the 'total warfare’ of our times. The 
polite myth that wars are waged by 
formations (armies) especially des- 
ignated for that role (combat) — 

while foe rest of society (ooncom- 
batants) tits on foe s ide lines to ap- 
plaud its champions — survives 
only in the sports stadium (and even 
there it is often a mere pretext far a 
general free-for-all). In total war; 
one may seek to defeat the adversary 
(i.e. force his political leadership to 
capitulate) by destroying his army. 
But that army being equipped and 
trained to defend itself (or, at worst, 
endure a pounding without felling 
apart), a swifter path to victory is 
systematic intimidation of the ‘en- 
emy* population, in foe hope tint 
the tormented civilians will force 
foe political leadership into capitu- 
lation, or airy other accommodation 
that well put an end to their suffer- 
ings. 

In a nutshell, the most common 
sum of terrorism is to achieve (po- 
litical) objectives by subjecting a 
hostile leadership to internal pres- 
sure generated by violence against 
‘its* civilian noocombal ants . Set in 
a nfo terms, it is almost impossible 
to recall an armed conflict in which 
the aides refrained from terrorism. 
As future illustrations from Warld 
War D, Anglo-American ‘strategic 
bombing’ of German cities (culmi- 
nating in the Dresden inferno) 
sought to turn the German pppula- 


sities — the attendant results in- 
clude in creased infant mortality — 
in the pursuit of U.S. ‘strategic’ 
objectives. 

Thus do civiKan noncombatants 
— on both sides — become hos- 
tages or play things to be manipu- 
lated by rival power elites. Jewish 
tradition has its own wry portrayal 
of mutual terrorism in foe joke 
about the dnmken Cossack squaring 
up against a rival with the threat: ‘If 
you beat my Jew, I'll beat yours!’ 

Terrorism in the Arab-Israeti 
Conflict 

Terrorism has been a salient fea- 
ture of the Arab-Israeli conflict 
from foe outset. Co mm en c ing with 
bloody clashes between Jews and 
Arabs in pre-1948 Palestine, and 
continuing since Israeli inde- 
pendence with every form of cross- 
border incursion — from 
knife-bearing marauder to super- 
sonic jet loaded with bombs — both 
sides have pursued their strategic 
objectives by terrorist means. In that 
pursuit, unarmed civilians — men, 
women and children, Jew and Arab 
— have been the targets of random 
violence. The victims are not se- 
lected for any private sm or crime; 
they are picked cart as civiban mem- 
bers of a community which the per- 
petrators seek to ‘activate* for their 
own political ends. 

That remains true of terrorism 
1996-style, whether employing sui- 
cide bomber or collective punish- 


Shevardnadze Calls For 
Resumption of Peace Talks 



SHEVARDNADZE 

TBILISI, Georgia (AP) — Geor- 
gian President Eduard Shevard- 
nadze called for an immediate 
resumption of peace talks with die 
sep arat ist region of A bk ha z ia. 

**I am sure the Georgian- Abk- 
hazian talks will begin in the near, 
future. I will participate in them as 
well,” Shevardnadze said. 

In his weekly address on national 

radio, foe Georgian leader said foe 


main issue would be the uncondi- 
tional return of some 250,000 ethnic 
Georgian refugees to Abkhazia. 

If the negotiations fail, ‘‘Georgia 
will be forced to look for other ways 
of restoring its territorial integrity,” 
he said. 

Shevardnadze did not specify Ms 
forest, but noted that the interna- 
tional community was prepared to 
send troops and use force in conflict 
zones. 

“I call on everyone to think well 
about it, and especially Abkhazia,” 
he said. 

Abkhazia, a rich Black Sea prov- 
ince, broke away from Georgia in 
1993 following a 13-month war. 

About 1,500 Russian peacekeep- 
ers were deployed in the region in 
1994 under the auspices of the Com- 
monwealth of Independent States, 
the loose Confederation of Former 
Soviet Republics, of which Georgia 
is a member. 

Georgia has offered Abkhazia 
broad autonomy on condition it re- 
mains part of Georgia, but foe sepa- 
ratists have demanded frill 
independence. 

Shevardnadze praised Friday's 
decision by foe UN Security Cotm~ 
cil, which agreed to keep 125 
United Nations military observers 


in Georgia until Jan. 31. and urged 
foe separatists to give up their fight 
for independe n ce. 

The council affirmed its support 
for foe “sovereignty and territorial 
integrity” of Georgia, insisted that 
separatists allow Georgian refugees 
to return to their home, condemned 
ethnic killings and violence, and 
criticized foe laying of land mines. 

“The resolution ... is another 
stage in foe isolation of aggressive 
separatism and another step toward 
peaceful settlement,” said Shevard- 
nadze. 

Shevardnadze said a week ago 
that be was prepared to meet face- 
to-face with separatist leader 
Vladislav Ardzmba. 

Ardzinba, who has balked at con- 
tacts with the Georgian government, * 
has softened his stance lately amid 
increasing international isolation, 
saying Abkhazia will “soon be 
ready” to sign a peace agreement 
with Georgia. 

Besides foe United Nations, foe . 
comonweal tb also is putting pres- 
sure on Abkhazia. Earlier this year, 
it agreed to strengthen sanctions 
against the breakaway province and 
Russian forces began imposing a 
tight embargo, detaining ships , 
bound to the separatists* ports.

— Coca-Cola and Pepsi — slug it 
out in a local price war, this com- 
petitor touts itself as the national 
rsoft drink and has won a faithful 
following of many in this Andean 
country of 24 million.

That's why I drink it,” office 
worker Manuel Elguerra said after 
dropping off tvra returnable bottles 
and buying another Inca Kola at a 
local street vendor’s stand. 

Inca Kola was invented in Peru 
<n 1935 by the Jose R. Lindley E 
Hijos Company, which was started 
3y English immigrants and still run 
■yy the family. 

The co mpany claims die drink, . 
which many believe is made from 
i secret lemon grass formula, 
lasn’t changed in 61 years — espe- 
cially its distinctive taste that many 
jurists compare to a bubble gum 
flavor. 

“The formula is a combination 
of essences and fragrances that 
sven I don't know,” said Luis Pare- 
des, the company general manager. 

This small business has grown 
outside of its Peruvian borders, and 
Inca Cola is now made in Ecuador, 
Bolivia and the United States, and 
also marketed in Europe and Japan.

NBC, Microsoft Join Forces to 
Challenge CNN 
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NEW YORK (AFP) -For fee first 
time since it flipped on the power 
switch 16 years ago, CNN is about 
to face its first direct challenge in 
fee form of MSNBC, an all-news 
cable network forged by NBC and 
Microsoft, backed by an on-line 
service. 

It was to be launched on Mon- 
day. 

The new network selected its 
launch date wife care, just days 
ahead of the Olympic opening Fri- 
day. NBC has the U.S. broadcast 
rights to the games in Atlanta, 
Georgia, and MSNBC wall be do- 
ing its utmost to outdo the Atlanta- 
based Cable News Network. 

NBC, the nation's most- 
watched television network, and 
Microsoft, the world’s leading 
software maker, each are contrib- 
uting $200 million over five years 
in the joint cable venture an- 
nounced in December. Microsoft 
also is to chip in another $220 mil- 
lion to NBC as its ticket into fee 
cable industry. 

It will marie Microsoft's second 
foray into journalism this year; fee 
company launched a politics-and- 
culturc on-line magazine on the In- 
ternet June 24 called Slate. 

. , , Microsoft chief Bill Gates is 
hoping to get a Head start on the 
coming convergence of computer 
and media services, and to woo 
consumers both to MSNBC and its 
cohort on-line service.

Singapore 9 s Electronics Sector 
Faces Hard Times 


SINGAPORE (AFP) - Singapore’s 
electronics industry, fee lynchpin 
of its manufacturing sector, is hurt- 
ing under a cyclical slowdown in 
the global computer market that 
bas caused inventories to pile up 
and prices to drop. 

Disk-drive maker Maxtor Pe- 
ripherals last week laid off 800 
employees, saying the cutback was 
necessary, to get “cost in line”. 

Maxtor and other disk-drive 
makers are reported to be scaling 
down production — in turn affect- 
ing component suppliers and con- 
tract manufacturers. 

Multimedia sound-card maker 
Aztech Systems Ltd. has declared 
a loss of 32_5 million Singapore 
dollars (U.S. $23. 2 million) In 
January-Juna, writing off its entire. 
$15 million investment in U.S.- 
based Reveal Computer Products. 

Aztech, which saw a run on its 
stock, said inventory writedowns 
and disposal of CD-ROM drives 
caused by continuing price declines 
and “inventory dumping” by com- 
petitors was to blame for a large 
chunk of the losses.

PARIS (AFP) — Economic growth 
is failing to improve conditions for 
many living in developing 
countries* where 1.3 billion people 
— or one third of the. population — 
live below the poverty threshold, 
according to an annual UN report. 

The report, due to be published 
by the United Nations Develop- 
ment Program (UNDP), shows that 
economic growth does not always 
equate with human development. 
This is due to either imeg iml distri- 
bution of income, neglect of basic 
needs (social protection, water, 
healthcare) in favor of other spend- 
ing (military sector, prestige hospi- 
tals for an elite), or the reduction 
of social budgets. 

' For economic growth to benefit 
human development, the UNDP 
explains, it must contain several 
elements; full employment and se- 
curity of income, participation for 
ail in the democratic process, an 
equitable distribution of wealth, so- 
cial cohesion, cultural enrichment 
and sustainable development for 
future generations. 

This must be backed up by mak- 
ing social spending a priority, and 
making economic opportunities 
such as land and credit available to 
everyone. The absence of such so- 
cial progress may itself compro- 
mise economic progress, the report 
says.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Clinton administration, under

. labor, is trying to address the issue 
through international organizations 
and lending agencies. Labor 
Secretary Robert Reich said. 

But Reich, who described tbe 
employment of up to several hun- 
dred million children worldwide as 
"truly disturbing,” (old legislators 
a U.S. effort to set up a working 
group on trade and labor standards 
at the World Trade Organization 
(WTO) "is slow going.” 

Civic pressure has been mount- 
ing in the United States to get rough 
on countries with the most egre- 
gious child labor practices, with 
Asian countries drawing the sharp- 
est criticism. 

According to the Geneva-based 
International Labor Organization, 
30. 1 percent of children aged 10- J 4 
work in Bangladesh, 17.7 percent 
in Pakistan. 14.4 percent in India, 
11.6 percent in China, 45 percent 
in East Timor and Nepal, and 9.2 
percent in Vietnam. 

Several bills pending in Con- 
gress would curb imports from 
countries that commit extreme la- 
bor abuses against children or ban 
non-humanitarian aid to countries 
that do not have or fail to enforce 
child labor laws. 

A bill introduced by Republican 
representative Christopher Smith 
would also require the United 
States to oppose loans from agen-

UNITED NATIONS (AFP) - The 
UN Security Council appeared to 
rule out an immediate response 
after tbe French defense minister 
called for a decision on foe arrest 
of indicted Bosnian war criminals. 

Security Council President 
Alain Dejammet of France, asked 
by reporters whether the Security 
Council would discuss foe call by 
Defense Minister Charles Mil Ion, 
said that tbe issue was being dis- 
cussed "right now by European for- 
eign ministers in Brussels. " 

He noted that high repre- 
sentative Carl Bildt, in charge of 
overseeing the civilian aspects of 
the Bosnian peace process, was 
also in Brussels. 


In Brussels, French Foreign 
Minister Herve de Charette ap- 
peared to play down Mi lion’s state- 
ment, saying that it was up to Bildt 
to evaluate foe need for any change 
in the mandate of foe NATO-led 
Implementation Force (IFOR). 

IFOR’s current mandate does 
not specifically envisage fee pur- 
suit of war criminals who include 
Bosnian Serb leader Radovan 
Karadzic and military commander 
Ratko Mladic, considered as an ob- 
stacle to fee holding of Bosnian 
elections in September.
